Is Hi. ttl Motto

“Weave Your Own" is the 
latest word among the mem- 
1 bers of the Home Ec 441 
, class. 

These girls have found a 
j new “Do - It - Yourself - Kit” 
which amazingly allows 
thread to be woven into 
j cloth. Of course, weaving is 
as old as man who first began 
to weave baskets from weeds 
and rushes. However, for 
most of these Home Econom¬ 
ics majors, it is a new exper¬ 
ience. 

If you hear someone , s a y 
“Think I’ll go over and weave 
a dab", you will know they 
are on their way to the Home 
; Economics Building. This 
' quarter the looms were mov- 
’ ed in a vacant classroom up- 
| stairs and set up ready for 
use. At present, there are 
four large looms and two 
| small hand looms. 

‘ This room upstairs has 
come to be sort of a “hidea- 
; way” out of the everyday traf- 
| fic where basic weaving les¬ 
sons are given by Miss Van 
Dehburg, associate professor 
! of related art. Under her in- 
1 struction, the girls have learn¬ 
ed how to prepare thread for 
| weaving, thread the loom and 
! then tredle the loom to ob¬ 
tain a finished product. They 
have learned the standard 
, loom tie-ups and several basic 
weaving patterns. 

, They have also learned the 
ache and drudgery of those 
, first weavers long' ago who 
turned out all their cloth by 
hand. They have learned to 
rethread 195 threads, one at 
i a time, if the first threading 
is incorrect then maybe even 
rethread a third and fourth 
1 time. They have learned what 
; happens when a thread 
breaks, when treadles come 
untied and when the pattern 
is treadled wrong. 

"Pick a Bail of cotton, pick 
a bail Aday". However, for 
these girls the saying may be, 
i “Weave a yard of cloth, weave 
a yard a quarter ”. Of course, 
i for experienced weavers such 
as those today in the East 
Tennessee mountains, a yard 
of cloth is turned out much 
quicker. Many countries still 
do the majority of their weav 
ing by hand.

Speaker Has Rldi 
Experiences In 
Religion - Science 

Dr. George K. Schweitier, 
who is to deliver the com¬ 
mencement address at U-T 
Martin Branch graduation, la 
a native of Poplar Bluff, Mis¬ 
souri, and is at present asso¬ 
ciate professor of chemistry 
at The University of Tennes¬ 
see, Knoxville. 

Dr. Schweitxer's duties in¬ 
clude teaching and directing 
research in the field of nu¬ 
clear chemistry both at U-T 
Knoxville and in the univer¬ 
sity divisions maintained at 
Oak Ridge. His research ac¬ 
tivities include his filling the 
position of research radtoche- 
mist with the U-T Atomic En¬ 
ergy Commission Agricultur¬ 
al Research program. He is 
also radiological warfare 
chief for Tennessee civil de¬ 
fense and director of health 
physics for the Nuclear Ser¬ 
vice Laboratory. 

The holder of a doctor of 
philosophy degree in nuclear 
chemistry from the Universi¬ 
ty of Illinois, Dr. Schweitsar 
recently passed his prelimin¬ 
ary examinations for the doc¬ 
tor of philosophy degree in¬ 
religion at New York Univer- 
sityq and at present is work¬ 
ing on his thesis, the subject 
of which is “The Hebrew — 
Christian Faith and the Orog- 
ins of Modern Science.” 

He holds the master of srts • 
in religion degree earned at 
Columbia University and Un¬ 
ion Theological Seminary and 
the master of science degree 
in nuclear chemistry from the 
University of IUinois. 

The commencement speak¬ 
er is author of over fifty pap¬ 
ers dealing with radioactive 
materials, a textbook dealing 
with radioactive tracer tech¬ 
niques and a number of pap¬ 
ers dealing with investiga¬ 
tion in the spheres of science, 
philosophy and religion. 

Among the organizations of 
which he is a member are Phi 
Beta Kappa, Sigma Xi, Phi 
Lambda Upsilon, the Ameri¬ 
can Chemical Society, the 
Historq o f Science Society 
and the Health Physics Socie¬ 
ty. 

A member of the First Bap¬ 
tist Church of Knoxville, Dr. 
Schweitzer is active as lectur¬ 
er to the young people’s Sun¬ 
day school seminars in relig¬ 
ion, a Sunday morning pro¬ 
gram in the church which at¬ 
tracts about 200 college stu¬ 
dents esch Sunday. H* has 
also served for over ten yean 
as faculty advisor for th* Bap¬ 
tist Student Unions of the 
■res. 

His special Interest* are In 
natural science and its rela¬ 
tion to Christian faith.
